"Al the same time, the loftier con- 
sideration presented by such a con- 
flict are not Ignored, althouch we 
do not refer much t.. them, becaii.se 
the grace of humor is helpful In look- 
ing al the more serious aspects of the 
conflict But no one can Ignore the 
duty laid alike upon Individuals and 
upon nations in this groat war. 

• Yet wo must Cherish tin- vision of 
peace as the permanent condition. War 
Is temporary; pcao- abld«& And si. 
we look forward to the future lo In- 
terpret the present, as indeed Is usu- 
ally the case with us. It is the autumn 
that Interprets the spring, It is ma- 
turity i hat Inernrets 'he meaning and 
value of infamy. I do no mean that 
the charm of the young ladv of eigh- 
teen suggests to her admirer what she 
will look like at eighty. Hut withal, 
it Is the outcome of events which en- 
ables us to look at them correctly, 
ami when we eaVi study the present 
war in the licht of its consequences we 
may be able to form a more correct 
Judgment than in the Hght ,,f what 
seem to I» Its causes."

Hy the resignation >f Professor Ben- 
zmger, the Herman problem at Uio 
University of Toronto lias been solved 
Dr. Tapper had ulreu ly vsigned to go 
to Chicago and Prof, Mueller whose 

work had largely been taken over by 
l'rof Swedclius of McMaster I'niver- 
Blty, has become a naturalized British 
subject. The letter oi Professor Ben- 
singer, dated December; I!'I4, and 
addressed to the President of i no 

j University »f Toronto, was HI the fol- 

l lowing terms: 

"When I was Informed, on December 

I "th, by the Secretary of the Hoard of 

I Governors that i had been granted 

] leave of absence on salary until the 
' 3«th of June next. I came to the con- 
, elusion that mi best course ill the 
j Interest of the University would tie to 
I resign my position. But, as you had 
! already conceived the Idea of having 
the work continued by means of an 

exchange o fteachers with me of the 
universities of the United Slates, I 
regarded it as my duty to take no 
step In the meantime In this direc- 
tion. Now that this project ha* been 
abandoned, It is more clear to me than 
ever that the sltuatl in in which thu 
University "t present finds itself can 
onlv be relieved through my withdraw- 
al. 

"I therefore beg to present t.. you 
my resignation as professor of Oriental 
languages in University >CoU< 
Yours sincerely. (Sgd.j I. Uenzlnger." 

I 'resident Ealconor sent the follow- 
ing communication In reply; 

"I have Just receivod your letter 
aasking me to lay your resignation be- 
fore the Hour dof Governors. Com- 
ing as it does from you on your 
own inlative and in view of the un- 
certainty as to the duration of tip 1 
war, i shall not ask >ou t Withdraw 
it. thugh I deeply regret that the 
University is loose your services. As 
you are nware, when the board thought 
it expedient to place you on leave 
nf absence for the rest of the session 
I entertained daonnationessorH Til 
I entered ItVtô coret|)ondencif with 
some of the leading universities and 
professional schools of the United 
•States in the hope that I might effect 
an exchange with a scholar of Arabic 
and oriental archaeology, but unfor- 
tunately my efforts have been unsuc- 
cessful. 

"President Had ley of Yale, I lean 
Mathews of Chicago, President Francis 
Brown of New York, President Mo- 
Kenzie of Hartford, and others have 
answered in the most cordial way 
possible, and would welcome you t i 
do leaching, but unfortunately there 
are very few men qualified to under- 
take your work, of those who are 
most of have their courses arranged 
with their students for the whole 
academic year, and in two cases the 
only possible i xchange men are of 
Qerman birth- Yo-.i will be pleased 
to know thai a well-known scholar 
of ^he University ol Pennsylvania 
writes: 'I beg to ,,s.-aro you that in 
common with all Bch liars I have the 
very highest opinion of Professor Ben- 
Singer's eminent scholarship.' 

•"On leaving this university it must 
be a satisfaction to you to be told that 
you have won the respect of your col- 
leagues of the department in the var- 
ious colleges and of those members of 
the staff who have not to know you 
It must no no lest gratifying t obe us- 
su red by your students that your 
learning , leaching ability and char- 
acter have gained f ir von their con- 
fldence, no suggestion having escaped 
you during this testing - risii which 
was unsympathetic to their convic- 
tions, ioj tl to the core as they are. 

•'Y'onr resignation will. I am afraid, 
.ripple th oworK of this department, 
especially on its graduate side, one 
student who hod co. m- from India 
having alreody left to pursue his stu- 
dies In Chicago, 

"This unfortunate event .however. 
Is hut one of the results of the ter- 
rible war Into which our Europe has 
been forced on behalf of h higher 

humanlt) among the nations of the 

world. When we have w n a satis- 
factory peine We hope that a new- 
era for civilisation will dawn, and 

that through the universities, homes 

of pure piTiotlsm. .ho 'ight of culture 

will stream which w!)lle British, Can- 
adian and Provincial will bo colored 
also with the brightest Ideals of the 
wide moral and intellectual World.

PREPARATION FOR SERVICE IN STATE DOMINATES 
UNIVERSITY EDUCATION IN GERMANY TO-DAY 

Training Begins Even in the Preparatory School-? 



In a recent issue of iho Christian 
Science .Monitor, is published the fol- 
lowing Interesting article on college 
education in Germany: 

"What Is your object tn university 
education in Germany?" was asked ot 

a leading educator in Berlin. 

' Preparing f..r si n ice in the state," 
was his ready answer. 

This service to the state in training 
begins at the preparatory schools and 
runs through the entire system of Her- 
man education. The teachers are ap- 
pointed by the state, and are trained 
1n the normal schools of Hie state. 
The examinations of importance are 
stato examinations. There are vir- 
tually no private Institutions in Oer- 
many. In every matter educationally 
the slate controls ot interferes for pur- 
poses of unity and comprehensive 
system. This adds to the prestige and 
dignity ot education; it also distracts 
from the possibilities of personal 
teaching Initiative which s given in 
the Knglish system. 

The universities .f Germany are 
more nearly like the graduate pro- 
fesslonat schools in America. The 
Herman gymnasium takes the boys in 
culture studies in nine y:-ars to the 
end o fthe sophomore year at Har- 
vard. The youth Is then ready for n 
serious life work preparation. Tin- 
university furnishes preparation, The 
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Student life at Berlin is quite rad- 
ically different from that m Ihe Am- 
erican universities. In the first place 
every student is a church member un- 
less he has becme ■•dissident." "We 
h ave no heathen in this country," said 
ihe German prcfessor. Yet the cUurch 
of German] seems to be '.oslng ra- 
pidly its hold upon the thinking n.ui 
of the empire. Students, In fact, nrc 
leaving the church iif (oii-.iilc.able 
numbers. The Herman clergyman is 
an official of ihe government. Be is 
schooled in Hebrew and exegesis, but 
In- is an official with paid duUes, 
much as a lawyer would be. Some

So there is in Canada as yet 
no Militia Gymnastic Staff to spread 
the cult. 

The. professional fencers in Canada 
at any one time during Ihe Inst ten 
years "could be told off on Ihree fing- 
ers il see the reader's eyebrows ris- 
ing with a "what in the world hits 
that to d" with it?" expression) and 
they have mostly got hence with some 
shaking off of dust.

Bui the fact that 
it Is briefly put of necessity and oc- 
cur} at Ihe end of the hook for con- 
venience do not constitute reasons 
v hv Appendix 1 should be ignored. I 
wri'te In the hope of giving emphasis 
to a matter of desperate importance 
in military training which fortuitous 
causes have tended to obscure. 

"Charge!'' and whether as " climax 
to an attack or the counter stroke of 
defence, op go the bayonets, up get 
the men and rush in a mad race for 
the objective.

away, endowed with the "impetus of 
a charging line" two things urc Im- 
plied, first, that from the start almost 
to the end it shall remain a line, and 
secondly that the Impetus shall be 
available at the end not dissipated at 
the beginning. Momentum is mens- 
urable as the product of weight and 
speed and high speed can only be 
maintained by a soldier encumbered 
with Ills kit for a very short distance 
and it can only he attained if It is 
built up economically by steady na- 
tural acceleration. When bayonet 
charging fs afoot the time for firing 
has usually gone by for both sides. 
The charge should be taught begin- 
ning with the utmost steadiness, every 
officer and non-comnilssloned officer 
steadying his men while the pace is 
accelerated with Judgment from step- 
ping nut to doubling nnd finally to 
charging with the bailie cry, so thai 
the utmost speed that each Individual 
is capable of will be ataltied on moot- 
ing the opposing line anil not before. 

Quite apart from the question of 
conservai Ion of energy, so necessary 
fin i he hardest and mosi fatiguing 
kind of fighting yet conceived, the 
accelerating line will be fur more 
shattering to the adversaries' nerves 
than one advancing at uniform speed, 
be that never so fast. With the sword 
the blow begins slowly and ends fast 
enough: is unparryabln for the de- 
fender of necessity takes his lime 
from the attacker and is thus assur- 
ed of being late. In a charge this ef- 
fect Is more moral than physical so 
far as the energy Is concerned for as 
the seconds fly by and tho ground be- 
fore is eaten up by an ever-Increasing 
rale of proximity the charged have 
"no time to think."

The Inference to be drawn from the 
charge of the London Scottish Is not 
that Territorials and Militia can he 
relied to charge and win with Ihe bay- 
onet merely because they speak Kng- 
lish, but Unit serious physical training 
and good teaching In the art of fight- 
ing can bo depended on to bear the 
required fruit bvtii in the Auxiliary 
Forces. 

In conclusion, 1 would urge for bay- 
onet practice (which Includes of course 
such physical exercises as will fit a 
man lo wield that weapon 1 at least 
as much room in nn Infantry regiment's 
limetahle as Is devoted to musketry, lo 
drill or to finit! exercises. Cold wea- 
ther and winter conditions which make 
work at the ranges difficult, offer no 
obstruction to field drill, in charging 
or physical drill exercises with the 
guard position as a basis, while run- 
ning at n sack and experimenting with 
the spring bayonet on the instructor's 
corporation enn be performed Indoors 
and with artificial light, These things 
beget that "combative spirit" without 
which It Is Idle to devise organization 
and equipment to enable us "lo close 
with the enemy." •
